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WILLIAM AND NANCY BROOKS 


Unfortunately for his descendants, little 
is known of the early life of Revolutionary 
soldier William Brooks and there are indica- 
tions that he had only limited knowledge of 
his family background. 

In 1834, when he lived in Rutherford 
County, North Carolina, he applied for a 
pension for his service in the Revolutionary 
War and stated that he was born at Yellow 
Breeches, Pennsylvania, in 1745, "as I was 
told by the man who raised me." The names of 
his parents are not known. 

Yellow Breeches was the name applied to all 
lands adjacent to Yellow Breeches Creek, in 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. The part of 
the county where it was situated subsequently 
became Cumberland County in 1750. Although it 
is entirely in Cumberland County, the creek 
forms a small portion of the boundry it 
shares with York County, thus the area known 
as Yellow Breeches at the time of his birth 
has since 1750 been located in both Cumber- 
land and York Counties. 

His intriguing reference to "the man who 
raised me" poses many questions. It can be 
speculated that he was possibly an orphan or 
was bound out as an apprentice at an early 
age to learn a trade, a common practice in 
that area at the time. 

It is significant that the Brooks name is 
found in records of the area long before the 
birth of William Brooks. His relationship to 
those Brooks families, if any, cannot now be 
determined. Since it was an area settled in 
part by the English and the Brooks name is of 
English origin, meaning “a dweller near the 
brook or spring," it is assumed that he was 
of English descent. 

William Brooks demonstrated a remarkable 
memory in recounting the details of his 
service more than half a century after the 
Revolution. He related that he was living in 
Frederick, Maryland, when he enlisted for.a 
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term. of twelve months in Captain Sims' 
company of Colonel Smallwood's regiment in 
February of 1776, shortly after the outbreak 
of the American Revolution. Soon after 
enlisting, his unit marched to Annapolis, 
then to. New York, where he fought in the 
battle of Long Island on August 27, 1776. He 
was next engaged in the battle of Harlem 
Heights, which was fought on September 16, 
1776, then marched to White Plains, where he 
participated in the battle fought there on 
October 28, 1776. In the battle at White 
Plains he suffered a broken leg, either 
through wound or injury. Sent to the hospital 
for two months, he was discharged at the 
expiration of his enlistment and arrived at 
his home in Frederick, Maryland, in March of 
L777. 

Soon thereafter, he migrated to Guilford 
County, North Carolina, where in December of 
1779 he was drafted into the army for three 
months and served in Captain Frost's company 
of Colonel Lytle's regiment. When the term of 
his service ended, he enlisted for another 
three months in the same company and partic-— 
ipated in the siege of Charleston, South 
Carolina. When the siege proved unsuccessful, 
the Americans surrendered to the British on 
May. 12, 1780, and soon were paroled for the 
remainder of their enlistment, an accepted 


Military practice at that time. In June of 
1780 he arrived at his home in Guilford 
County. 


In June of 1781 he was again drafted for 
three months and served in Captain Conner's 
company of Colonel Paisley's regiment. During 
this service he was in several skirmishes 
with Tories, Americans who were loyal to 
England, in the Deep River area of North 
Carolina. When his term expired in September 
of 1781, he enlisted in Captain Frost's 
company of the same regiment for another 
three months, which was his last service of 
the Revolution, and upon his discharge he 
returned to Guilford County about the 
beginning of 1782. 


About 1786, or soon thereafter, he moved to 
Sandy Run, in Rutherford County, North Caro- 
lina, where he operated a grist mill for many 
years, after living in Guilford County for 
nine years. In 1799 he received a land grant 
in Rutherford County from the state of North > 
Carolina and by the time of his death he had 
acquired several hundred acres of land. 

Records of the Sandy Run Baptist Church 
identify the wife of William Brooks as Nancy 
Brooks. Although not proven, it appears that 
they were married when he lived in Guilford 
County. The 1790 census of Rutherford County 
lists them with six children under the age of 
sixteen and since they moved there about 
1786, this clearly indicates that some of 
their children were born in Guilford County. 

Because of conflicts in the statistical 
census ‘of 1790 and 1800, the composition of 
their family is unclear. In 1790 he was 
listed with six males but the 1800 census 
listed one female in the same age range who 
had not previously been included and reduced 
the number of males. From this it appears 
that the family included five sons and one 
daughter in 1790 but through error all were 
Listed as males. The name of this daughter, 
who apparently died prior to 1840, is not 
known but indications are that she was among 
the oldest of their children. 

The portion of Rutherford County where 
William and Nancy Brooks lived was cut off to 
form Cleveland County in 1841. William Brooks 
died there on January 22, 1844, when he was 
about ninety-nine years of age. He had the 
singular distinction of having served the 
cause of American independence as a _ Revolu- 
tionary soldier from two states, Maryland and 
North Carolina. 

Of Nancy Brooks, who was born between 1755 
and 1760, little is known although she was 
living as late as 1840. No record has been 
found to indicate when she died, but it 
apparently was prior to the death of William 
Brooks. There is no record of a pension being 
paid to her as the widow of a Revolutionary 
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soldier, thus suggesting that she died 
between 1840 and 1844. 

The only listing of the known children of 
William and Nancy Brooks is found in his 
will, which is dated August 28, 1840, 
although they appear in an incorrect order of 
birth. The author, through a careful study 
and comparison of various records, has 
determined the following supposed order of 
birth of their known children: John, David 
M., Constantanople, Samuel, Joseph, Isaac C., 
Aaron, Hiram, Moses and Elizabeth. 

Efforts to trace these children have met 
with varying degrees of success and, as a 
result, more is known about some than others. 
The information available on each is outlined 
separately in the following chapters. - 
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JOHN BROOKS 


Because he died at an early age, little is 
known about John Brooks. There is, however, 
some evidence to suggest that he was probably 
the oldest of the children of William and 
Nancy Brooks. 

He was born about 1780, probably in 
Guilford County, North Carolina, and married 
prior to 1810. The Rutherford County census 
of 1810, the only one on which he appears, 
lists him with his wife and one son, but he 
apparently died prior to the time William 
Brooks wrote his will in 1840 since his 
portion of his father's estate was left to 
his son. It is not known whether he died in 
Rutherford County or in Tennessee, where his 
son is believed to have lived. Known child: 

1. William McDow - born - between 1800 
and 1810 in Rutherford County. Deed 
records in Cleveland County indicate 
that he had died by 1853, probably in 
Fentress County, Tennessee. His wife 
was probably Sarah W. Brooks, who 
lived in Fentress County in 1853 when 
she sold a part of the land he had. 
inherited from William Brooks in 1844. 
Known child: 

A. John - born about 1830. He was_ 
living in Clinton County, Ken- 
tucky, in 1850 and was there as 
late as 1852, when he sold a part 
of the land his father had inher- 
ited. 

The wording of William Brooks' will clearly 
shows that his knowledge of the family of his 
son John was limited since he mentioned only 
William McDow Brooks by name and leaves 
unresolved the existence of other children by 
referring to "the remaining part of John 
Brooks' heirs, if he has any." 


DAVID M. BROOKS 


Although no record has been found to estab— 
lish the year of his birth, it is believed 
that David M. Brooks was born about 1784. He 
married twice, first to Elizabeth Smart in 
Rutherford County, North Carolina, on Febru- 
ary 8, 1808. The daughter of Joseph and Eliz- 
abeth Smart, she apparently died prior to 
1819. 

David Brooks apparently moved from Ruther- 
ford County sometime between 1830 and 1840, 
although it is not known where he first lived 
after moving. As late as 1846 he was living 
in Cherokee County, Georgia, which at that 
time was adjacent to Lumpkin County, where 
his brother Aaron moved. No later record of 
him has been found. Known children: 

1. Rachel - born November 20, 1808, and 
was living in Graham County, North 
Carolina, as late as 1880. On January 
21, 1835, she married John W. Blanton 
in Rutherford County. He was born in 
Rutherford County on May 13, 1806, and 
died in Cherokee County, North Caro- 
lina, on July 24, 1874.

CONSTANTANOPLE BROOKS 


Possibly the last of the children of 
William and Nancy Brooks to have been born in 
Guilford County, North Carolina, Constantano- 
ple Brooks was born about 1785. He was living 
as late as 1856 in Cleveland County, North 
Carolina, which had been formed in part in 
1841 from the portion of Rutherford County 
where he lived, but he had died by 1860. 
During the War of 1812 he served in Captain 
Abram Irvine's company of the Second Regiment 
of Rutherford County Militia and later 
received a land grant for that service. 

Known throughout his life as Constant 
Brooks, he married Ruthy Dailey in Rutherford 
County prior to 1810. His wife, whose correct 
name was probably Rutha, was the daughter of 
Benjamin. Dailey and Arzilla Christopher. She 
was born about 1791 and died in Rutherford 
County after 1870. 

Indications are that Constant and Ruthy 
Brooks possibly had as many as eleven chil- 
dren, but variances in the census and the 
absence of. detail make it impossible to 
determine the name of each. The names of four 
of their children have been established.

The first of the children of William and 
Nancy Brooks believed to have been born in 
Rutherford County, North Carolina, Samuel 
Brooks was born about 1788. He was living as 
late as 1840, when he was mentioned in his 
father's will, although his place of resi- 
dence then is not known. 

He apparently left Rutherford County early 
in life since no record of him has been found 
there. The names of his wife and children are 


not known. — 
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JOSEPH BROOKS 


Born in Rutherford County about 1790, 
Joseph Brooks was living as late as 1840 when 
he was mentioned in the will of William 
Brooks, which also provides the names of four 
of his children. He is listed as a slave 
owner in Rutherford County in 1820 with his 
wife, one son and three daughters. This seems 
significant since the names of only four 
children of Joseph Brooks are mentioned in 
William Brooks' will and these may constitute 
his entire family, especially since it is un- 
likely that the father would distinguish 
among his son's children insofar as inheri- 
tance is concerned. 

Although he doubtlessly married in Ruther- 
ford County, no record of his marriage has 
been found and the name of his wife is not 
known. It is believed this family moved from 
Rutherford County sometime prior to 1840.

Of the children of William and Nancy 
Brooks, perhaps more is known about their son 
Isaac than any other member of their family. 
Born about 1793, he served in Captain Abram 
Irvine's company of the Second Regiment of 
Rutherford County Militia detached to the 
Eighth Regiment during the War of 1812. Un- 
fortunately, no record remains to detail his 
service. 

Sometime prior to 1850 he moved from 
Rutherford County to Macon County, North 
Carolina.

The parents of Celia Jones, the wife of 
Joseph B. Brooks, were Henry Jones and Celia 
Boling, who were married in Habersham County, 
Georgia, on February 17, 1820. 

Born in South Carolina on May 29, 1798, 
Henry Jones died in Lumpkin County, Georgia, 
on December 12, 1855. It appears that he was 
the brother of Drury, William and Benjamin 
Jones, all of whom lived adjacent to him in 
Habersham County. Of these, Henry, William 
and Benjamin had by 1834 moved to Lumpkin 
County, where Henry Jones acquired two 
hundred acres of land. Benjamin Jones later 
witnessed his will. The fact that Drury Jones 
married in Franklin County prior to the 
formation of Habersham County may indicate 
the earlier place of residence of this 
family. 

_It is evident that William Boling, a slave 
owner, was the father of Celia Boling. He 
lived in the portion of Franklin County that 
was cut off to form Habersham County in 1818 
and owned land in both counties. He died in 
1829 in Franklin County, but the area later 
became a part of Banks County.
